A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the Interview.

In every instance where reconsideration Is requested in view of an Interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
wan-anting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An inten/lew does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified In §§ 1 .11 1 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted In writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted In writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attomeys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 


The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

In the case of a telephone or video-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Fomn should be mailed promptly after the interview rather than with the next official communication.

- Application Number (Series Code and Serial Number) 

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An Indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the inten^iew. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items: 

1 ) A brief description of the nature of any exhibit shown or any demonstration conducted,

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other connments: Applicant contends that since clainn 1 now recites "consisting 
essentially of, it is unobvious over Akao or Foster. The Examiner commented that since the low density polyethylene 
adhesive and the outer polyethyloene films forms an Integral outer film, the amended claim 1, even recited as 
"consisting exxentially of Is still deemed to be read upon by Akao and Foster. The Examiner also suggests that the 
unexpected result of being able to heat laminating an "oriented" film may be sufficient to overcome the prior art 
rejection. However, Applicant's Declaration appears mere argument, and lacks any evidentiary support such as - 
unexpected experimental results or suitable references showing an enabling process of heat laminating an oriented 
polyethylene film without Akao's shrinking or wrinkling problems. Further, the Examiner would like to note that since 
the heat lamination process cleariy requires that the surface temperature of the polyethylene film being at least greater 
than the melting temperature, so as to achieve required adhesion to a substrate, and it is well known that the melting 
temperature is substantially greater than the typical heat set temperature of an oriented film, and also greater than the 
temperature of Akao's shrinking temperature of an oriented film, Applicant's alleged capability to heat laminate an 
oriented film and maintaining the state of orientation in the film is cleariy an unexpected result. As such, a proper 
declaration under oath is required to overcome the rejection under U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. 
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
